I was a more than a little leary of ordering this. I've not had good luck with Philips electronics in the past, but 
this little wonder put those fears to rest. 

First of all, it looks great. I love the styling, although I'm still not real fond of the blonde speaker cabinets, but 
it's growing on me. 

The unit sounds like a washing machine when you first turn it on, I guess it's checking each of the CD drives. 
The main reason I bought this was the MP3 capabilities, and I believe Philips has optimized it for that purpose. 
Instead of a single platter type changer, it has FIVE separate cd trays. You can play all 5 CDs straight through, 
but shuffle and repeat modes only apply to the current disk. So, if you load this thing with 5 CDs, it won't 
shuffle between all 5 disks, only the current one, then it switches to the next CD. This is fine if you want to 
shuffle through a homemade MP3 CD each with hundreds of songs, but not so good for plain old audio CDs. 
The best feature of the unit is the sound, it is enormous for such a little thang. I have a big Sony system in my 
with den with huge JBL speakers, and this little dynamo sounds darn near as good. 

I've compared standard audio CDs versus my homemade MP3 CDs, and I really can't tell the difference in sound 
quality. It has 4 equalizer and 4 reverb settings, they all sound great to me. The MAX SOUND is basically a 
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loudness button on steroids, boosting both the highs and lows and adding some reverb. Again, I hate to keep 
repeating this, but it sounds great for such a little unit. 

It has a clock display and a timer feature. The FM tuner is okay, it comes with one of those dopey wire 
antennas, I wish it had a telescoping type instead. 

Overall I am very happy with this unit and would recommend it to my friends.

First the fan. I have to say that I listen to this at very low volume at night (barely audible) so I don't bother my 
roommate. I can't hear the fan. The only time I hear the fan is when I'm leaning over loading a disc in, if it isn't 
playing anything at the time. The fan in my opinion is a non-issue.

Second, the startup noise. Yeah, this thing has to check all of the CDs everytime you turn it on, which is a pain. 
Sometimes you only turn it on to take a disc out and you have to wait while it runs through this cycle. I would 
prefer it didn't do this, but I wouldn't change my decision to buy it based on this annoyance. It's not that big of 
a deal to me. 


Now for the good stuff. This thing sounds great for what I use it for. It's not my livingroom stereo, I listen to it 
while I fold laundry and go to sleep. Sometimes if I want to rock out before going out on the weekends, it 
allows me to crank it up without distorting the music. I listen to mostly hip hop and it never lets me down. 


So, to sum it up. If you want a stereo for your kitchen, bedroom, dorm, etc, you should buy this. It sounds 
great, plays CDs and mp3 CDs (this is my first mp3 'player') and looks good on your shelf (take the grills off). If 
you want to walk into a room, listen to 30 seconds of music and turn it off, it isn't for you (refer to the startup 
issue). I'm very happy and that's what matters!

Great unit with some bizarre issues

In terms of sound quality, aesthetics, and usability, this stereo system is quite ideal, and for its price, it's one of 
the most attractive unit on the market. 

What I looked for initially and value is the ability for MP3 playback (even though I still haven't tried it) and 
separate trays for the discs so that I can swap them without disrupting current CD. It's a solid unit. 

Now for the issues: first of all, as mentioned by others, the CD trays are noisy. When starting up the stereo, the 
CD trays do unknown things for quite a long time (up to 10-15 seconds) for no apparent reason. My guess is 
that it's swapping discs, but this noisy process happens sometimes even if the CD you want to play was the last 
CD you played before restarting the unit. Also, if you accidentally pressed play when you wanted to eject, and 
soon press eject, the CD will take forever to come out. 

But the worst problems relate to the remote. One of the problems is that the power button works differently 
on the remote from the one on the unit. For the remote, the power button cannot turn the unit back on. You 
have to choose one of CD, tuner, Aux, or USB. This is annoying because you can't use the button to get back to 
where you started without remembering where you were and looking for that button on the remote. 

Also, and this has happened more often than desired, which should be never: the unit blatantly ignores the 
remote. This usually happens when the unit has been working for a while. I push a button on the remote, and 
the unit LED display shows that it received a signal from the remote, but it refuses to do anything. It is very 
frustrating. 

These are minor problems, I suppose, but it does lead one to question the quality of the product. It's just lucky
